Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The propsed amendment discussed in the interview will overcome 
the rejection made with Applicant's Admitted Prior Art. In regards to claims 32 and 51 , repeating the recitation of 
"directly on" would overcome the rejection with AAPA figures and it is supported by the original figures (Figure 8H for 
example). In regards to claim 45, the proposed limitation of "but not completely" appears to overcome the AAPA 
figures. However, further search needs to be done since it changes the scope of the claims.
